Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine entitled Bizarre Fetish And Fantasy Issue 21 2004 is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

A restriction on the availability of the publication to adults is necessary to avoid likely 
injury to the public good. The publication deals extensively with SM, B&D and other 
fetishistic sexual practices in an explicit manner. Children and young people do not have 
the required level of maturity to interpret this material. To an adult reader the publication 
clearly presents sexual activity in association with bondage, humiliation and the infliction 
of pain, in the context of consensual and controlled adult sexual fantasy. Younger readers 
are likely to misinterpret some of the stronger depictions of fetishistic sex practices, 
missing subtleties that are apparent to older readers, and mistakenly glean a reading of 
eroticised coercive sex. Exposure to sexually explicit material before full maturity is 
reached is also likely to have detrimental effect on the formation of sexual identity, sexual 
expectations and gender roles. 

The Office of Film and Literature Classification has considered the effects of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights on the application of the classification criteria. A restriction to 
adults reflects the concerns of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of 
publications that deal with sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to children and 
young people. This is a reasonable and justified limitation to the freedom of expression. 
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
